mously adopted on a division of the ques- 
tion; and upon the question of seating 
the delegates-at-largo from -Virginia, 
Senator Riddleberger said''there was no 
real contest against him in his district, 
except on the part of the gentleman from 
North Carolina. 


At this point Mr. Wall, of Nevada, rose 


to the point of order that the question 
before the convention did not relate to 
Riddleberger's district. The point was 
held to be well taken, and the Mahone 
delegates were quickly seated by a unan- 
imous vote. 


On the question of the adoption of the 


roport relating to the district delegates, 
M. B. Wood, the disfranchised Mahone 
delegate, claimed recognition. Ha said, 
his district was the Republican strong- 
hold of the State. Of its two hundred 
thousand inhabitants the majority were 
white Republicans. 
Large amounts of 


capital were now being Invested in his 
district, and it was a great and growing 
territory. The speaker proceeded to give 
a history of the circumstances under 
which the conventions which elected him- 
self and the contestants were held, and 
appealed to tho spirit and loyalty of the 
convention to do him justice. Republic- 
anism was gaining In his region. 


At this point the speaker was called to 


time by the Chair; and the Chair Con- 
tinued that the speaker had no standing, 
as his district was thrown out by both the 
majority and minority reports. 


Mr. Rusuell, North Carolina, rose in his 


seat and declared that this was incorrect, 
and so did Mr. Webber, of Now York. 


It was moved, and seconded by Mr. 


Wise, that the delegate*! from tho Ninth 
district be given a half-vote each. 


Mr. Hepburn,-of Iowa, vehemently ob- 


jected. It was saying to the Republican 
party that when men played a trick and a 
fraud, and by a convention of three 
men sent a delegation to a National con- 
vention, it would be willing to com- 
promise. Was it prepared to counte- 
nance such a course? [Cries of "No".] 
The Ninth district was not entitled to rep- 
resentation under the rules of the Nation- 
al committee, and the conventions hold 
were invalid. 


Mr. Stevenson, of Minnesota, moved 


that the Mahono delegation in the Tenth 
district bo seated. 


Mr. Webber, of New York, spoke In op- 


position, and maintained that the report 
of the majority of the committee should 
bo sustained. Meanwhile tlie hum of con- 
versation commenced, and there were 
evidences that the convention was ready 
for an early settlement of the question at 
issue. 


Again Mr. Russell, of North Carolina, 


secured tho floor, and made a vehement 
.speech against the seating of the Wise 
delegation in the Ninth district, even with 
half a vote. 


Mr. Hallowell, of Kansas, rose to the 


point of order that tha speaker had al- 
ready spoken on the question,but the Chair 
ruled otherwise, while Mr. Russoll shout- 
ed: "The Chair presides over this con- 
vention. Tako this interruption out of 
my time." He said that the Wise dele- 
gates in tho Ninth district had assembled 
in disreputable grop-ahops and elected 
themselves to the convention. However 
they might desire to compromise, the 
question was whether a party of revolu • 
tionists should override the Stajto or- 
ganization. 


Mr. Filley, of Missouri, asked several 


questions as to the method of procedure 
iu Virginia, to which Mr. Russoll replied 
with emphasis. The Choir rapped vigor- 
ously for ordor. It was a short but 
pointed colloquy, and set tho convonUon 
in a roar. 


After this, General Blngham, oJ Penn- 


sylvania, spoke|at length In defense of 
the majority report of tho committee, and 
mado a strong plea in favor of its adop- 
tion. Ho said that tho reason why the 
majority did not follow their consistent 
course and admit tho anti-Mahone dele- 
gate from tho Ninth district was that it 
appeared and was uncontractod that but 
throe men composed tho convention in 
that district, and tho contention was not 
callod in the regular manner by tho 8tato 
committoo. 
To admit the contestants 


from that district with half a vote each 
would bo to throw away the very principle 
which tho majority had based its report 
upon. He hoped the motion to admit 
them with a divided voto would be de- 
feated. 


Delegate Roctor, of Texas, spoke in fa- 


vor of tho adoption of tho majority re - 
port. Ho was followed by Goorgo Spald- 
ing, of Michigan, who favorod tho admis • 
Rion of tho Mahono delegation from tho 
Ninth district. 


Mr. Stevenson, of Minnesota, also fa- 


i'orod tho admission of tho Ninth district 
Mahono delegation. 


Congressman Wise thon climbed np on 


the stage, and tlio applauso ho rocolved 
forced the Chair to givo him recognition. 
Ho repudiated Mr. Russoll's assertion 
that tho contestants' convention in the 
Ninth district was hell in a grog-shop; 
explained that Mr Pondleton tho princi- 
pal contestant, was clerk of tho Distrlc 
Court of Appeals, and indignantly de- 
clared that he was thn peer of Mr. Rus - 
sell or any othei man in the convention 
Ho thought that the question could bo set- 
tled without going off into collaterals. 
Ho loved the banner Republican district 
of Virginia, and without regard to Ma- 
hone or Riddleberger, m a spirit of love 
and concession, ho had seconded tho reso- 
lution to give tho rival delegations half a 
vote each. 


Mr. Moore, of Went Virginia, refused to 


pour oil on tho troubled water. 
Ho 


couldn't do it without a violation of prin- 
ciple. Ho thought the Mahono delegates 
should be seated. 


Dologate-at-Large Allen, of Virginia, 


who had been seated a few moments be- 
fore, s>aid that tho decision in his favor 
would bo valueless if tho convention de- 
cided against tho Mahonites in the Ninth 
district. The same rule applied to both 
cases, and if tho delogatos-at-large were 
rightly entitled to their seats, so were 
tlie delegates in the district under con- 
sideration. To adopt the report would 
put back the wheels of Republican prog- 
ress for twenty years. 


Mr. Hess, of Missouri, in behalf of that 


delegation, movod the previous question. 


Senator Hoar, on behalf of Massachu- 


setts, seconded it, and Nebraska and Ne- 
vada supported it 


On a viva vooe vote, the amendment to 


admit the Mahouitos from the Ninth dis- 
trict was carried. On a rising vote being 
demanded, it was again carried by over » 
two-thirds vote, aud the result waa re- 
ceived with cheers. 


On tho motion for tho adoption of the 


remainder of the report admitting the 
Wise delegates In the other districts, Mr. 
Reed, of Pennsylvania, called for a sepa- 
rate vote on each dlstniot, and It was 
granted; butjust here Mr. Pessenden, of 
Connecticut, moved to reconsider the vote 
just taken, as several delegates had mis- 
understood what they were voting about, 


Mr. Butterworth moved to lay this on 
the table. 


The question was called, and the vote 


was so close that the Chair was unable to 


decide. A division was again called tot, 
The Chair rnled that the previous ques- 
tion was still operative. 


Mr. Boutelle, of Maine, took Issue with 


this in trumpet tones. 


The convention was fast getting Into 


disorder and drifting away from tho oon- 
trol of the Chair. Messrs. Pessendon, 
Hoar, Boutelle and others were on their 
feet and bristling with points of order. 


At last a division of tho question to lay 


upon the table the motion to reconsider 
the vote admitting the Wise-Mohone 
delegation in tho Ninth district was se 
cured—ayes, 24.!; noes, 174—and it was 
tabled accordingly. 


The final vote stood: For seating Ma- 


bone, 290; Wise, 152. 


The majority report in relation to the 


Virginia cases was then rushed through 
In short order. Nobody was In a humor 
for any more work, aud at 11:30 p.m. an ftd 
journment was taken until ten o'clock to- 
morrow.

Diok Powers, president of the National 


Seaman's Union; Ed Gould, ono of the

He was elected circuit judge 
in 1862 and remained on the circuit 
bench until 1870, when he resigned to 
take a seat on the supreme bench. He 
served two full terms, or eighteen years, 
on the supreme bench. This makes a 
continuous service of twenty-six years as 
judge and a total service of twenty-eight 
years and a half. Few men in our state 
have served a longer period on the bench.
